Because these are feeler movements, aimed to probe for 
the weak spots in G erm any’s 40-mile-deep Limes line, the 
Trench arm y of 8,000,000 men is stayed by its generals from 
any smashing offensive. 
Of greater immediate importance in the war picture was 
the astonishing announcem ent from Berlin that the Firmy plow­ 
ing its way through Poland from the Silesian industrial districts 
captured Ravamazoviecka, only 45 miles south of XX arsaw. 
Thus, according to the Germans, the “blitzkreig ’ in the 
East is proceeding at a rate not even hoped for by the G erm an 
high command. Armored car units, pushing their way south 
of the battle lines below Plonsk, were scouting a bare 20 miles 
north of W arsaw. 
W ith the two biting jaws of the G erm an arm ies’ pincers 
only 65 miles apart, and coming together on W arsaw at a rate 
of more than 20 miles a day, there is much talk now in Berlin 
and Rome of an armistice— as soon as the conquest of Poland 
is completed. 
Aware of this diplomatic warfare over the heads of the 
wounded and dying fighting forces of Britain and France and 
Poland, the Allies are battling to place themselves in an ad- 
vantageous position if Chancellor Hitler— having taken what 
hr demanded in Poland— now bids for peace.
